4) The 
defendant shall submit random urine specimens as/ directed by the supervising probation officer.

The U.S. Sentencing Com,mission has issued policy statements effective November 1, 1990, for 
violation of probation and supervised release. The policy ;statjements are contained in a revised 
Chapter Seven of the updated Guid.eljnes Manual that inco.rporated amendments effective 
November 1, 199i;et. Seq. Additionally, 18 U.S.C 3553©) requires the Goun to state the 
reasons for its imposition of a particular revocation sentence. Effective September J 3, 1994, the 
Court is required to consider the applicable guidelines or policy statements issued by the 
Sentencing Commission in the case of a violation of probation or supervised release ~ 18 U.S.C. 
3553 (a):(4)(B). We are attaching a VioJation Worksheet. 

The reimposition of Supex-vised Release after revocation is now amhorized by a new section, 18 
U.S.C. 3583(h), if the offender is sentenced to Jess than the maximum prison teiTn available, The 
length of such a term of supervised release shall not e^tceed the TSR authorized by statute for the 
offense that resulted in the original TSR, less any term of imprisonmnent that was imposed upon 
revocation. Revised section 18 U.S.C. 35S3(e)(3) provides that the maximum: prison sentences 
allowed upon revocation of supervised release - 5 years if the original offense was a Class A 
Felony, 3 years for a Class B Felony, 2 years for a Class C or D Felony, or one yearin any other 
case. 

When a violation of probation or supervised release is based on Possession of a Controlled 
Substance, Possession of a Firciirm, or refusal of rc^juired drug testing, revocation is mandated 
and a tcrmof imprisonment must be imposed The ''not less than one-third" ianguagehas been
